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History of Commercial Brewing in Yolo County

The Pacific Coast of the U.S. was dotted with small, independent 
breweries during the early settlement and development of the 
region. Historical records indicate that during the 1860’s no 
less than 280 individuals, firms or partnerships were 
independently engaged in producing steam beer, ale, and porter on 
the Pacific Coast (including British Columbia and Alaska). Of 
this number of breweries, approximately 155 were located in 
California. Several breweries were well-established in San 
Francisco by the 1850’s and by 1870 at least twelve (12) large 
commercial breweries were brewing beer in San Francisco. During 
this time Sacramento boasted five (5) breweries including 


' the Borchers & Schwartz establishment that eventually became 


known as the City Brewery. It is claimed that this establishment 
was the first brewery to use mechanical refrigeration in the 
production of steam beer. 

The City of Woodland was one of a few smaller communities during 
this era that had multiple breweries. Woodland had two (2) 
breweries as did towns such as Auburn, Chico, Oakland, Santa Cruz 
and Truckee. Apparently, the breweries in Woodland supplied the 
demand for the entire Yolo County as no other commericial 
breweries are recorded for the County. 


The Woodland Brewery was started in 1869 by George L. Wirth who 
was born in 1838 in Wurtemberg, Germany and came to California 
in 1860. The brewery appears on the 1871 map of Woodland and was 
located on the south side of Lincoln Street near Walnut Street. 
The Woodland Brewery was described in the "Western Shore 
Gazetteer” of 1870: 


“This building is of wood, twenty by thirty feet and one story 
high. ‘The brewery aparatus has a capacity of five to six barrels 
per day, but is run only for local market. The proprietors employ 
two men, and purchase all their hops and barley. It is the 
intention of the proprietors to enlarge their business, and 
compete with other breweries for the trade in other localities." 


Plans for expanding the Woodland Brewery apparently never 
materialized as historical records show the brewery disappearing 
by the 1890’s. The son of George Wirth opened a store on Main 
Street in Woodland, and today the Wirth family is still involved 

in business in downtown Woodland.

In 1879 Antone Miller died, and in 1881 John Schuerley sold the 
Yolo Brewery to Joseph Germeshausen, who had recently arrived in 
Woodland. Germeshausen was originally from Prussia, and before 
purchasing the Yolo Brewery farmed 320 acres of grain near 
Plainfield. The brewery flourished and was eventually organized 
into the Yolo Brewing Company of which Germeshausen was President 
and Manager. Germeshausen was also a Director of the First 
National Bank of Woodland and a major stockholder. [In 1910 
Germeshausen retired from the Yolo Brewing Company. 


There were five other partners in the Yolo Brewery Company, with 
various business interests in Woodland. These partners were: Otto 
Schluer, a German immigrant who owned a Woodland bakery; Chris 
Sieber Sr., also:a German immigrant and a partner of Schluer’s in 


the bakery trade; Richard Alge, an Austrian immigant who owned 
part of a Woodland meat company and was also a director of the 
First National Bank of Woodland; other partners of the Yolo 
Brewing Company were Emil Niclas and George Geppert. 


The Yolo brewery advertised steam and lager beer and _ supplied 
local saloons with wooden kegs of brew delivered by horse-drawn 
carts. The Gazetteer reported in 1870 that: 


"The beer manufactured in Yolo County has long sustained a 
first-class reputation, it being asserted that the water is 
peculiarly adapted to the business.” 


The Yolo Brewery had a ready local supply of barley and hops used 
in the production of beer. Yolo County barley was considered by 
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many brewerieS aS a superior barley for malting and brewing. 
Historically much of the barley was grown in the “Hungry Hollow" 
area of Capay Valley. Local grain merchants sold large quantities 
OL barley to breweries and malting companies throughout 
California. There was also an extensive network of trade with 
Great Britain and Ireland breweries including Bass and Guiness. 
Balfour & Gutherie were English grain traders with an office 
located for several years at First and Main in Woodland. Today, 
grain merchants in Woodland recall that a brewery in England, 
whose name is not remembered, apparently called one of their 
brews "Yolo Beer” in honor of the Yolo County barley malt from 
which it was brewed. 


Local breweries also had close access to fresh hops grown mostly 
in the eastern part of Yolo County near the Sacramento River. 
Lovedale and Merkley were two families that grew hops locally.

A DIVERSE POPULATION 


Woodland’s population in the 1870s was a diverse 
lt. Many of the town’s early pioneers were Americans 
liom the South and East who had spent formative years 
in Missouri before coming West. They exerted a strong 
influence on the town’s character throughout the rest of 
the nineteenth century. As the community developed, 
however, people from other countries came to settle 
here, drawn by the lure of good farmland or jobs in 
(own, and brought with them different ideas, abilities, 
and dreams that gradually transformed Woodland into 
a real city. 


GERMANS 


One prominent group was the Germans, who 
began arriving in Yolo County in the 1860s. Some came 
to the vacant land north of Cache Creek and started 
raising wheat and barley; others settled in town. These 
Germans soon discovered that the barley grown in Yolo 
County was ideally suited for beer-making. In 1861, 
John K. Schuerley from Wurttemberg, Germany, and his 
partner Antone Miller started a small brewery two miles 
north of Woodland, where they raised their own barley 
and hops. After Woodland was made the county seat in 
1862, they moved their Yolo Brewery into town. In 1868 
they built a new brick building on Main Street west of 
the business district, where they produced six barrels of 
beer a day. (This same Schuerley was elected to the first 
Woodland Board of Trustees.) tone Miller died in 

_1879, and in 1881 Schuerley sold the Yolo Brewery to 
Joseph Germeshausen, a Prussian who had recently 
arrived in Woodland. 


The five other partners in the Yolo Brewery were 
all German-speaking newcomers as well. Otto Schluer, 
from Hanover, Germany, operated the Woodland 
Bakery in the old Henry Wyckoff building. Christian 
Seiber, from Wurttemberg, Germany, was an early 
partner of Schluer’s in the bakery business, and later 
had his own saloon. Richard Alge, from Austria, owned 
part of the Armstrong & Alge meat company. Two other 
German partners were Emil Niclas and George Geppert. 

Another German, George L. Wirth, started the 
Woodland Brewery in 1869 on the south side of Lincoln 
Street near Walnut Street. He believed that Woodland 
could well support more than one brewery. The Western 
Shore Gazetteer of 1870 reported, “It is the intention of 
the proprietors to enlarge their business, and compete 
with other breweries for the trade in other localities.” 

Not all the early Germans in Woodland were in 
the food and drink business. A. Nickelsburg sold 
merchandise, E.G. Hoernlein painted carriages and 
signs, and Herman Kuhn, the enthusiastic volunteer 
fireman, was a tinsmith. Peter Krellenberg started a 
cabinet-making business on Main Street in 1869. With 
the town growing rapidly and many new homes being 
built, he soon expanded his business to sell furniture 
ordered from San Francisco. He also built coffins and 
became the town’s undertaker. In 1872 he built a one- 
story brick building on the southwest corner of Main 
and Third streets, which was destroyed by fire in 1881. 
Subsequently he built a two-story building on the same 
site, which was still standing in 1994. 

The Germans who came to live in and near 
Woodland seem to have kept strong ties to their native 
language, religion, and customs, yet at the same time 
they were becoming Americans, learning English, and 
contributing their skills and energy to their adopted city. 
By 1885 they were successful enough for some of the 
men to organize the Woodland Liederkranz, a German 
social club whose main purpose was to sing German 
songs and have fun. The club regularly marched in 
parades, held picnics at Coil’s Grove, and gave dancing 
parties. 

Meanwhile, German women organized the 
Deutches Frauenverein (German Ladies Fellowship) in 
1888. Devout Christians who were anxious to have a 
church in which they could worship in German, they 
persuaded their husbands and friends to form the 
German Evangelical St. John’s Church on July 16, 1891. 
During the next year they raised $4,000 to build a 
church, completed in November 1892 on the west side 
of Cleveland Street, just south of Main Street. During 
the first years of the church, about 60 families regularly 
worshipped there. (In 1957 the church became St. 
John’s United Church of Christ, and in 1991 celebrated 
its one hundredth birthday.)

Other localities besides his own community recognize in Mr. Mont- 
gomery one of the most experienced horsemen of the entire state. 
Tis interest in and liking for animals date back to his earliest 
recollections, and he can Eeareely recall the time when he was not 
familar with the qualifications necessary for well-bred horses. 
The care of stock came intuitively to him, and even in early youth 
his judgment was sought by his seniors when in doubt as to the 
best method of caring for or training a certain horse. As a boy 
he became interested in raising trotting stock, and he has continued 
in the enterprise to the present time, meanwhile-selling many. fine 
specimens, as well as retaining several that have made records. 
At one time he was part owner of the famous. French stallion 
Fortuno, which was awarded medals at French shows, and as a three- 
year-old won the second prize at the California’ state fair. For a 


number of years the animal sired all of the fine colts raised in this 


vicinity and some fillies sired by him are still on the Montgomery 

farm. Dan Logan, 2:1114, which Mr. Montgomery owns and has

At this writing he owns 
mid occupies forty acres in Solano county, across the ine from 
Yolo county, besides ow ning fifty-five acres in the same neighbor- 
hood. For three successive years his home ranch was SEES eulti- 
vation to sugar beets, and this enriched the soil to such an extent 
that the year afterward he harvested forty sacks of barley to the 
acre, 


After leaving the old homestead, Mr. Montgomery established 
a home for himself, being united in marriage, in November of 
1895, with Miss Glory C. Miller, who was born and reared in 
Woodland, Cal., and received an excellent education in the schools 
of the state. Her father, Antone Miller, was an honored early 
settler of California, and a sketch of his life appears elsewhere in

HON. FRANCIS E. BAKER 


A native of Michigan, Francis E. Baker was born in Quines, 
October 2, 1839, and he made his home in his native state until ic 
became a resident of California. His early education was follower 
by a course in Hillsdale College, which he entered in 1860 snd 
continued his studies there until the fall of 1862. It was at that 
time that he entered the law department of the University of Mict 
igan, and immediately after his graduation, March 31, 1864, he 
was admitted to the bar. In the following year he came to Cali. 
fornia via Panama, and in 1867 he located in Yolo county, and here 
he engaged in teaching until 1871, when he began the practice of 
law. In September, 1873, he was elected district attorney, and in 
1875 he was re-elected, thus holding the office from March 4, 1874. 
until March 4, 1878. 

For many years Mr. Baker was a leader in the Democratic 
party and a shining light among the attorneys of the state. In 
1880 he was elected to the assembly of the Twenty-fourth Jevisla- 
ture, and during his term of office he represented his constituents 
ably. He was a member of the board of education, was one of the 
library trustees, and held various other municipal offices, in all of 
which he showed good judgment and a keen loyalty to the com- 
munity’s best interests. Fraternally he was a Mason and wax prtst 
worshipful master and was also honored by an election to Gran 
Orator of the Grand Lodge of California. He also held member 
ship in the Knights of Pythias and the Uniform Rank, K. P. 

In Woodland, July 19, 1874, Mr. Baker was married to Miss 
Addie E. Thomas, a native of Monroe, Green county, Wis., and 
the daughter of Charles S. and Josephine L. (Wallace) Thomas. 
(A sketch of Charles S. Thomas will be found elsewhere in tls 
volume.) Mr. Baker was one of God ’s noblemen. He was gener: 
ous to a fault, true as steel, and all who came in contact with him 
liked him instinctively. He was a very able man,-with broad ideas 
and a remarkably strong and bright intellect, and he left a record

WILLIAM MONTGOMERY 


Listed among the earliest American settlers in the South Putah district are William 
Montgomery (May 15, 1802-May 8, 1877) and his four sons. A native of Logan County, 
Kentucky, from about 1825 he farmed and raised stock in Missouri. In 1850, 
accompanied by three sons (Hugh, Alexander, and William W.), he journeyed overland 
to join another son, Robert, in search of gold in El Dorado County, California. Robert 
had crossed the plains in 1849. After a brief but successful venture in mining, the 
Montgomerys found suitable land for agricultural operations in Yolo County. They are 
believed to have settled early in 1851 in a triangular area (thereafter known as the 
“Montgomery Sink’’) where the original flow of Putah Creek disappeared into the Tular, 
or tule swamplands, to the east. 

William and Alexander Montgomery returned to Missouri for their wives in 1853. 
Rebecca Simmons, wife of William, had been born in North Carolina and reared in 
Kentucky. Thereafter, she made her home northeast of Roads 32A and r1o4 until she 
died in her 85th year. The original Montgomery homestead was consumed by flames 
iN 1935. 

William Montgomery, a successful stockman and farmer whose horses won premium 
awards at the California State Fair as early as 1859, was a member of the State 
Agricultural Society, and a staunch supporter of the Democratic Party. 


“Jim Logan,” driven by John Elmo Montgomery, was photographed in 1914 
when he set a new Pacific Coast record of 2:11/, in the mile race 
at the Woodland track. 


Robert Montgomery, whose name first appeared in Yolo County land records on 
September 23, 1852, did not remain in the Davisville area. It is reported that he had 
two daughters: Clara, who lived in Washington; and Becky, who married W. H. 
Bradshaw of Davisville. 

Hugh Montgomery (March 12, 1834-April 25, 1869) was born in Missouri, died 
at 35, and was buried in the Davisville cemetery. He married and had two daughters who 
were schoolteachers, and a son, Henry Duff.

ALEXANDER MONTGOMERY 


Alexander Montgomery (March 3, 1822-April 12, 1884) was born in Kentucky. 
He farmed a section of land where the present Willowbank and Oakside subdivisions 
are located, and built a small house south of Road 32A. He then returned to Missouri 
for his wife and two children. Susan Martin Montgomery, whom he married in 1845, 
was born January 8, 1828, in Fairfax County, Virginia, and moved to Missouri with 
her parents, Andrew and Katherine Harrison Martin. She died in April 1906. 

Of the fourteen children born to Alexander and Susan Montgomery, three died 
in infancy. 

William S., the eldest, was born in Missouri. He farmed his father’s ranch on shares 
from 1872-1876, before settling in Willows, California. He and his first wife, Nancy 
Jane Rall, had four children, three of whom, Etta (Mrs. Jack Johnson), Elmer and Ida M. 
(Foster), lived past childhood. After his first wife died he married Magdalena Glockler, 
daughter of Charles Glockler, by whom he had six children; Frank, Gertrude, Caroline 
(Mrs. Tracy Hoag), William, Marie, and Oleta. 

Rebecca M., also born in Missouri, married William King, who owned land southeast 
of Davisville. The Kings had seven children: Kathryn, Amanda, Edna, Belle, Nell, 
Jackson, Joseph, and Daisy (see King). 

Susan Josephine married John A. Johnson of Woodland and had three children. 

Sarah E. married Enoch Johnson of Lincoln. 


Dora Alice married L. L. Ralls. Their children were Clinton and Josephine (m. Del 
Fenton), of Woodland. 


Minnie Jeff Davis Montgomery married Eli Snider, who served on the Yolo County 
Board of Supervisors (1907-1911). He owned the Putah Creek Nursery, where he 
practices progressive theories of horticulture, and lived with his wife and only son, 
Alexander, in a home east of Road 103, where the palm trees stand today. 


Lee Jackson Stewart married Katherine Glockler. Their children were: Lee, Delbert, 
and Mabel (Mrs. Frank Hamilton), all of Davis. 

Andrew, who married Louisa Glockler, had one daughter, Marguerite, a retired 
school teacher of Davis. 

Orlena married Ed Glockler, also a child of Charles Glockler, a pioneer who, in 
1870, owned sixty acres northwest of Road 31 and the railroad. 

James Carey built the home which still stands south of the intersection of Mont- 
gomery Road and 103. He married Glory Miller and had two children: Richard, of Pacific 
Grove; and Ethel (Mrs. Keith Stewart), of Arizona. 

John Pelham married Letta Tamm. They had one daughter, Madge. Both Carey 
(owner of Dan Logan) and “Pel” Montgomery raised trotting stock and trained them 
on a track south of Willowbank. 

Children of this large family received their education in the Montgomery School, 
near their home, and in Woodland, where Alexander Montgomery built a three-story 
home, in 1872, so that his children could attend Hesperian College. After the deaths

of Alexander and Susan Montgomery, their 640-acre ranch was divided among their 
many children. Subsquent sale of these properties has left none of the original homestead 
in family hands, although many of their descendants live in Davis and continue to 
promote its development. 


WILLIAM W. MONTGOMERY 


William W. Montgomery (March 31, 1830-April'12, 1894) was born in Missouri. 
Upon arrival in Yolo County he claimed land along the original Putah Creek both west 
and east of Mace Boulevard and south of Road 32A, where a brick residence was 
constructed in about 1860. To this home, which still stands, he brought his bride, 
Caroline Jones, whom he married in Santa Rosa on October 23, 1862. Caroline (1841- 
1925), the daughter of William M. and Nancy Bass Jones, was born in Missouri. In 
1857, her family had come by ox-cart to Santa Rosa, California, where her father served 
as Justice of the Peace. 


Two sons were born to William W. and Caroline Montgomery: John Elmo (1871- 
December 24, 1937) and George (September 13, 1875-March 10, 1884). William W., 
who raised grain and Thoroughbred horses, was killed in a runaway accident in 1894. 
Afterward, his widow and son, John Elmo, continued operations with the assistance of 
Florentine Vaca, long-time ranch foreman. Under the guidance of Caroline Montgomery 
the properties were increased from 1,103 to 1,220 acres in Yolo County, plus 94 acres 
in Solano County. Several hundred acres were adapted to pasture, and the rest to dry 
farming. Purebred Shorthorn Durham cattle were raised and shipped elsewhere in 
California and to Nevada and Texas. 


John Elmo, who became the sole heir to this ranch when Caroline died, was born 
in the family homestead in 1871. He was long identified with the Purple Circle and 
was noted for his purebred sheep and standard bred trotting and pacing horses. In 1908, 
he purchased the best-known of his race horses, the famous Jim Logan and mother, 
Effie Logan, from Mr. McInery of Hawaii. In 1911 at Woodland, Jim Logan broke the 
world’s record for a three-year-old pacer, with a time of 2.0414; and in 1914 he set a 
new California record of 2.0134. His own son, Walter Logan, broke this record in 1937, 
with a time of 2.0. Jim Logan, often referred to as ‘the horse that made Yolo County 
famous,” was twenty-eight years old when he died. A special stone marks his grave, 
under the oaks on the Montgomery Ranch. 


Portions of the Montgomery stables, where as many as 41 horses were kept at 
a time, still stand south of the site of the half-mile race track where Mr. Montgomery 
trained his prize-winning trotters and pacers, some of which sold for $10,000. 


John Elmo married Margaret Elizabeth Stone (1878-1955), born at Knights Landing, 
the daughter of Yolo County pioneers Michael E. and Annie Kuhn Stone. She attended 
school in Yolo County and moved to Davisville with her family in 1881. After her 
husband’s death, in 1918, Margaret Stone Montgomery continued the family interest in 
race horses and farmed the entire ranch with the assistance of her son, John Elmo, Jr.,

and son-in-law, Willis Towne, Jr. In 1955, the ranch was divided between the three heirs 
of John Elmo and Margaret Montgomery: Carolyn Catherine, Mary Maxine, and John 
Elmo, Jr. 


Carolyn married Willis Towne, Jr., and still resides in the home her parents built 
in 1910. They are the parents of Willis Towne III, also of the family ranch; Thomas, 
of Colusa; and Charles, deceased. 


Maxine, wife of the late Paul R. Cote, lives in Los Angeles and has two children, 
Mary Maxine (Mrs. Lawrence Corcoran) and Paul Raymond, Jr. 


John Elmo, Jr., who lives west of El Macero with his wife, the former Florence 
Lamoree of Woodland, has a daughter, Joan Elmo, and an adopted son, Brent Lee, 
also of Davis. 


Portions of the Montgomery ranch were sold in 1958 for development of El Macero 
Golf and Country Club, and additional lands to the north and south have recently been 
sold to develovers of residential and commercial properties. In 1968, only 165 acres 
of oak-studded farmland, surrounding the homes of William W. and John Elmo Mont- 
gomery, remain in family hands. These are owned by Carolyn Montgomery Towne, who 
hopes to preserve the original brick home as a tribute to her pioneer grandparents.

welled at the turn of the 19th 
century, patriots found national 
identity in the ancient Irish 
language and culture, brought to 
Ireland during the first century 
B.C. by the Gaels—a branch of the 
dynamic Celts who swept Europe 
centuries before the Christian era. 

Gaelic priests, judges, poets, 
and historians enjoyed the highest 
social prestige as the sacred 
learned class, and warriors formed 
the nobility. But the Celtic 
penchant for battle defied political unity, and as many 
as 150 tribal kingdoms quilted the island. 

Roman forces that routed the Celtic culture in 
Europe never reached Ireland. The Gaels absorbed 
a more gentle Latin invasion in the fifth century— 
Christianity. If the legend-inspiring St. Patrick was 
not the first missionary in Ireland, he was without 
doubt the most successful, converting many

A nglo-Norman England entered Ireland’s 
embattled politics by invitation in 1169, when 
Dermot MacMurrough, deposed King of Leinster, 
petitioned Henry II for troops to restore his throne. 
Small in number but superior in battle, Normans 


began to assume power. Henry II, alarmed by the 
independence of his barons, toured Ireland in 1171, 
asserting his lordship and demanding allegiance 
from both Gaelic and Norman rulers. By 1250 
Normans controlled three-quarters of Ireland. Great 
stone castles recall their reign. They introduced 
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Mooern Ireland 
1691-Present 
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The most severe yoke of English Protestant 

rule, the penal laws, forbade Catholics to buy or 
inherit land, bear arms, build churches, or conduct 
Mass. Laws against worship proved unenforceable, _ 
but land laws reduced most Catholics totenant — 
farmers subject to eviction and high rent. ‘ 

The Anglo-Irish ruling class prospered during the | 
1700s and removed most penal laws before the close 
of the century. A bloody rebellion in the late 1790s 
inspired by the Protestant idealist Theobald Wolfe — 
Tone—father of Irish nationalism—failed either to _ 
cast off English domination or to bind together the 
various Irish factions. The 1801 Act of Union joined 
Ireland to the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
abolished the Irish Parliament. Daniel O’Connell, the 
Catholic Eman¢ipator, captivated the masses and in | 
1830 became the first Irish Catholic member of the 
Westminster Parliament. 

Mounting efforts to repeal the Act of Union were 
overshadowed by the calamitous potato famine (1845- 
51). Repeated failure of this staple crop claimed an. 
estimated million lives. An even greater number of 
Irish emigrated, most of them to the United States 
and England, starting a population decline not _ 
reversed until the 1960s. . MM 

Nationalism galvanized post-famine Ireland. 
Parliamentary maneuvers and the terrorist activities 
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influential leaders. 

The Christian movement blossomed in 
monasteries that were organized on a tribal basis 
and reflected the ruling family’s wealth. Monks 
developed a written Irish language and transcribed 
Gaelic lore and tradition. Pagan and Christian 
decorative art merged in exquisite illuminated 
manuscripts, such as the Book of Kells. Zealous 
Irish monks established their own missions on 
the Continent. 

The plunder of monastic wealth by neighboring 
kingdoms was commonplace politics in Ireland. The 
treasuries were also a favorite target of seafaring 
Vikings throughout the ninth and tenth centuries. 
The Northmen never dominated Ireland but 
gradually aligned themselves with various 
chieftains. They generally lived apart from the rural 
Gaels, established Ireland’s first towns, and 
expanded trade. 

Political change altered Gaelic culture during the 
last half of the first millennium A.D., as chieftains 
ambitious for power began to consolidate petty 
kingdoms into realms that remain today as Ireland’s 
four provinces: Leinster, Munster, Connaught, 
and Ulster. 

Famed warrior Brian Boru, King of Munster, took 
the title High King in 1002, the first to attempt rule 
over all Ireland. But political unity remained elusive 
in Ireland’s caldron of family rivalries, and the high 
kingship was won or lost by the sword. 


feudalism, founded walled towns, and began to 
divide the land into counties. Dublin became an 
administrative center with an independent Irish 
Parliament. 

As war elsewhere diverted England’s armies and 
funds, Gaelic families ousted some of the invaders. 
More commonly, Anglo-Normans became Gaelo- 
ing and adopting Irish ways. By 
1400 the area known as the Pale—where English law 
was observed and enforced—extended only slightly 
beyond Dublin (whence originated the term “beyond 
the pale”). ae 

Henry VIII strengthened England’s political 
control and took the title King of Ireland in 1541. He 
declared his realms officially Protestant, but the Irish 
people remained Roman Catholic, and this religious 
schism deepened mutual animosity. 

Wary of Spanish naval attack, Elizabeth I enlarged 
English armies in Ireland and subdued native rulers. 
Seeking to populate Ireland with loyal subjects, she 
and her successor, James I, chartered a series of — AS 
plantations. Ironically, the only successful plantation 


rose in Ulster—the strongest citadel of Gaelicculture _
